Germany Has Failed to Comply With 
Armistice Terms 

Paris. — Only a few more days re- 
main before the expiration of the 
time allotted to Germany for the 
meeting of the armistice terma of 
Marshal Foch, and many of the de- 
tails still remain not entirely com- 
plied with. This is particularly true 
as concerns Article 4 of the armistice, 
regarding the surrender of war ma- 
terials, especially guns and airplanes. 

About 5,000 trucks have been de- 
livered but the number of railroad 
engines turned over equals only half 
the number stipulated in the armis- 
tice—-5,000. A great number of the 
150,000 railway cars in good working 
order, called for, are still undelivered.
